TOWNS BONDS 
SELL FOR 3.2% 


The Town of Wilmington mar- 
keted $1,140,000 in long term 
municipal bonds, last week, at 
a price of 2. 2% 

Halsey, Stuart & Co. of Bos- 
ton were the successful bid- 
ders, out of nine firms, The 
Middlesex County Bank was se- 
cond, with a bid of 3.3%. 
$1,050,000 of the bonds are 
on a 20 year term, to provide 


funds for the new school now 
building on Salem Street, and 
$99,000 of the bonds are for 
the new well field, authorized 
by the town off Chestnut St. 
The bid of 3. 2% on long-range 
bonds, according to informed 
circles, is a very good rating 
comparable to that in the best 
bidding in recent months in 
Massachusetts.

Letter to the editor, last week and this, 
and some telephone calls from residents of Wil- 
mington who believe themselves aggreived con- 
cerning services of some Wilmington physicians 
have prompted a few questions by this paper. 

Physicians, like other people, are entitled 
to a period of time each week which they can 
call their own. In Wilmington most physicians 
are off on Wednesday afternoons. We say most, 
because at least one is on duty, so that there 
is no real gap in services, and others have 
made arrangements with the telephone answer- 
ing service so that any émergency cases will be 
taken care of without delay. 

We are also advised that the Massachusetts 
Medical Society has a standardized proceedure 
to investigate complaints, either in services 
or in fees. An rieved person should write to 
the Secretary of that Society, Dr. Buck, Mass. 
Medical Society, 22 The Fenway, Boston, and 
Present his case. It will be considered, we are 
assured.

AND HOSPITALS 


Commenting on physicians leads, naturally to 
comment on hospitals. 

Every now and then there are groups that 
want to have a hospital in Wilmingt m. 

These people may have good intentions, but 
it is our belief that they are mistaken. It 
isn't the number of hospitals that count, but 
rather their ability to care for patients, and 
at the present time we have the Choate Memorial 
and Winchester Hospttals, south of Wilmington 
within 15 minutes drive, and to the north three 
hospitals in Lowell, within 20 minutes drive. 

A hospital in Wilmington in order to be ad- 
equate would call for more resources than our 
People have, and even then would be merely sup- 
Plementary to the present facilities. 

And, by the way, what ever happened to that 
money that the Taxpayers Federation (so-called) 
raised for a Wilmington Hospital?

Carpenter tools, used by an 
Indian artisan many years ago, 
and laid down by him, were 
discovered, Monday night, by 
Robert Lowry, of Cedarcrest Rd

also be used as a tomahawk) 
and a stone gouging-chisel 
were uncovered by Mr Lowry as 
ae raked the back yard, pre-

Both were found under second 
growth white oak, lying close 
together, as though they had 
been put down, and then for- 
gotten, by some ancient work- 
nan, who may have been making 
a canoe.

augmented by the addition of

Born in the Congregational 
parsonage in Wilmington, (his 
father was the Rev Elijah Har- 
mon, pastor of the church) Dr. 
Harmon lived in Wilmington un- 
til he was 14 years old, and 
returned to his town after 
his retirement 14 years ago 

He received his degree of 
Doctor of Medicine from Boston 
University, studied briefly in 


Germany, and returned to the 
United States, where in 1914 


he received a Certificate of 
Public Health from MIT and 
Harvard University, in the 
first school of Public Health 
in the United States, jointly 
sponsored by the two universi- 
ties. 

Dr. Harmon's Certificate was 
one of 15 which was signed by 
the presidents of both univer- 


sities, and he is believed to 
be the last living person with 
such dual signatures, MIT 


dropped out of the school af- 
ter the first year, and it was 
completely taken over by Har- 
vard, 

He attended the University 
College of London in 1925 and 
1996, doing post-graduate work 
in statistics, in the Biome- 
tric, aboratory, with Profes- 
sor Pearson, who had been a 
student of Francis Galton. 

Dr. Harmon taught Public 
Hea]th at the Western Reserve 
University Medica] School for 
years, also teaching at 
wayne University. At the same 
time he was serving in an ad- 
visory capacity to various 
cities in their Public Health 
problems, 

His abilities in statistical 
medicine was widely recognized 
and he was at one time called 
to Chicago to be acting Com- 
missioner of Health in that 
city. He also served in a sim- 
ilar capacity for the city of 
Detroit, where he was Chief of 
the Statistical Services, as 
Well as in Cleveland, Ohio. 
Harvard University conferred, 
during the 1947 exercises, the 
Degree of master of Public 
Health upon Dr. Harmon, in re- 
cognition of his accomplish- 


ments in his chosen field 
Dr. Harmon retired 14 years 


ago, and returned to the town 
in which he was born, 

In *ilmington he was the 
first Chairman of the new 
Health Department, and served 
on other committees as well.
